W a shin g to n C ity , M ay 19.—Among the 
most vigorous opponents in the house of the 
senate’s subsidy am endm ent to the postoflico 
' oppropriation bill, is Guenther of Wisconsin. 
W hen the measure came up in the house 
Tuesday he said tha t tbs appropriation did 
not rise to the dignity of a subsidy. 
It was 
neither fish, flesh nor fowl. 
It was a gift, 
purs and simple. 
I t was a charity to the 
i*aciflc Mail Steamship company, a corpor­ 
ation which congress should not touch with 
a ten-foot pole, 
The Republicans had been 
turned out of power because charges had 
been made and believed tha t the Republican 
oarty had been too remiss in v oting the peo- 
*Sles money to corporations. 
T hat party 
should not any longer let the Shy locks of the 
pacific Mail Steam ship company make it 
draw the chestnuts out of the lira

This, he said was an 
infamous and inexcusablo 
falsehood.

was false in every particular. 
Miliiken of Maine argued that the sub-idy 
clause would not give tho United states 
more vessels or lines. 
If a line was subsi­ 
dized for live years a monopoly would be 
created. 
No other lino would start, because 
it could not compete w ith the subsidized 
lino, so that instead of prom oting commerce 
the reverse would be tho result. 
If it was 
proposed to make the close of the session con­ 
ditional on the adoption of his am endm ent, 
rather than be coerced into submission to 
the dictates of subsidy hunters he was de­ 
term ined to stay here, and in the language 
of an im m ortal hero “fight it out on this 
line, if it takes all sum m er.”

“Mr. Preller was sufferin g from a private 
d isease, for which I had previously pre­ 
scribed , mixin g the med icin es myself from 
the bottles in the med icin e case I carried 
with me: but his ailmen t had reached a 
stage when it was n ecessary for me to make 
certain in vestigation s. 
I was obliged to use 
a catheter, an d in usin g a catheter when 
the parts were in flamed , I had previously 
applied chloroform in ord er to prod uce a 
con d ition of n arcotism. I used chloroform in 
this man n er on a man n amed Harrison in 
Liverpool, without an y serious results. 
I 
explain ed the process to Mr. 
IVeller an d 
told him what I should have to d o. 
He was 
n ot on ly willin g, but very an xious for me 
to treat him in this man n er. 
Durin g the 
d ay I purchased four oun ces of chloroform, 
which was stan d in g in a bottle on the ed ge 
of my washstan d when I was washin g some 
surgical in strumen ts. 
This washin g of the 
in strumen ts took place Sun d ay aftern oon 
an d was in ten d ed as a preparation for the 
operation . 
In washin g the In strumen ts 1 
overturn ed the bottle of chloroform an d it 
wen t head lon g iuto the basin , the cork com­ 
in g out, an d all but about on e oun ce an d a 
quarter or an oun ce an d a half goin g d own 
in thé sin k. 
This was probably 3 o’clock, 
an d after gettin g my in strumen ts read y, I 
wen t out to secure some more chloroform. 
I wen t to the d rug store—I d on ’t kn ow 
where—but the store n ear the hotel an d 
asked for the chloroform. 
The clerks or 
some person s there have said th at I was ex­ 
cited an d in a hurry. 
This was n ot sa 
I 
sat d own in a chair in the d rug store for 
more than a quarter of an hour, an d was 
altogether very leisurely about my busin ess, 
for there was n o hurry. 
If I am n ot mis­ 
taken I had a lon g con versation with seme 
on e in the d rug store. 
“When I got the chloroform I repaired to 
my room. 
Preller had been in an d out of 
my room an d his own all aftern oon . About 
5 p. m. we began the operation . 
I ad ­

A WONDER IN MEDICINE.

M A RVELO U S EXP ER IM EN T S.

Some remark able discoveries havo bwm 
recently made by French p hy sicians in re­ 
gard to what they call the action of medi­ 
cines at a distance. 
The p atients exp eri­ 
mented on have been those either hy p notized 
or cap able of being hy p notized; that is, th-y 
could be thrown into a sort of magnetic 
slumber, in which effects could be p roduced 
ou others indep endent of their will. There is 
nothing s;» e.*ially new in magnetism nor in 
hy p notism, but tlio new facts now elicited 
are of a nature so strik ing as to render 
credible the most seemingly absurd and im­ 
p ossible cases of so-called mind-reading 
The exp eriments took p lace at the School 
of Ko hefort, and in the first p lace on a 
man subject to hy steria. 
They were tried 
after a series of attack s whlwh left him in a 
state of extreme nervous sensitiveness 
It 
was first endeavored to study the effects of 
metals. 
Silver and lead p roduced no result 
whatever. 
Zinc, cop ;» er, p latinum, iron and 
steel, lieing ap p lied, showed different in‘lu- 
ences, one causing p ains, another trembling 
and another vascular congestion. 
Hut the 
contact of gold with the sk in had a most ex­ 
trao rdinary effect, causing an intense sensa­ 
tion of heat. 
A sleeve-button touching the 
face or finger of the p atient caused him to ut­ 
ter a cry of agony . Evon when up p lied o ut­ 
side of his clothing, or with the hand of the 
p hy sician between the object and his sk in, 
their was the sense of acute p ain. Some­ 
times a p iece of silver or gold was slip p 'd 
into his le lw ito uthis k nowlenge. He did 
not seem to bo aware of the p resence of the 
first, but the other caused him to twist and 
turn till ho had found and ejected it. 
I NOT)M PKEHENSIH LE PHKNt )M EN A. 
To show that the p ain was not the result 
of imagination or decep tion, articles of 
aluminum, bronze or other metals having 
the ap p earance of gold wero p laced near 
him witho it p roducing the slightest result. 
Moieury had the effect of gold, though 
more violent 
When a thermometer was 
ap p lied to tho p atient s p erson, though the 
metal was hermetically s *aled in ^ lass, it 
caused a violent sensation of heat. 
One 
day a thermometer was wrap p ed in a cloth 
that ho might not k now the nature of tho 
object, and p laced under his forearm. 
Tho 
effect was not only a sensation of burning, 
but a blister of tho tlesh and a p ermanent 
wound. 
Then tho comp ounds of tho metals 
were tried. 
Chloride of gold, inclosed in a 
cork ed flask , had the effect of tho p ure 
metaL 
So, also, tho nitrate of mercury , 
similarly guarded against direct contact., 
while nitrate of silver and car Donato and 
sulp hate of lead, lik e their originals, had no 
effect whatever. 
Iodine 
of p otassium, 
wrap p ed in a p ap er and p laced under tho 
forearm, caused y awning and sneezing, 
thought tho untaught p atient, oven if ho 
had boon awaro what the objects wore, 
could not p ossibly havo k nown what p hy si­ 
cal action they were lik ely to cause. 
Hy ­ 
drogen had an effect analogous to that p ro­ 
duced when it is used medically . 
But all these p henomena, though carious 
and entirely incomp rehensible, wore thrown 
into the shade by exp eriments made with 
medicines under similar coguiitiona 
A bit 
of crudo op ium envelop ed in a p ap er was 
p laced under the head of the subject. 
In 
less than a minute his ey elids closed, his 
muscles relaxed and he was in a sound and 
tranquil sleep . 
In ten minutes he awok e of 
his own accord, rubbed his ey es, y awned 
and had all the sy mp toms of a p erson 
awak ed from p rofound rep ose. 
The op ium 
was then ap p lied to tho forehead, the back 
of the neck , the right and left sides of the 
head, the soles of the feet, and alway s with 
the same result. 
A small bottlo of narceine 
cause 1 sleep with the turning of the head to 
th« * left One of codeine, sleep with snoring. 
< >ne of nicotine, ap p lied to the right wrist, 
convulsions 
of 
the face on the right 
side, and such ail intense 
burning 
at 
the p oint of contact that it was necessary to 
remove the bottle. 
Choro-hy drate of narco- 
tine p ro luced sleep with great p ain on 
awak ing. 
A vial of atrop ino p laced under 
the so le of the foot caused the p atient in 
thrve seconds to rest immovable with his 
ey es op en. 
Noon the ey elids drop p ed, the 
ey es were convulsed and tho p up ils became 
uialated. 
Chloral iu a p ap er ap p lied to the 
arm caused s eop in less than a minute. 
A 
vial of digitalis p laced on the sole of the 
foot brought on immediate vomiting and 
sp itting, with a feeble p ulse and interrup ted 
breathing. 
The p henomena alarmed the 
p hy sicians in attendance they were so in­ 
tense. 
Sulp hate of quinine in 
a vial p ro­ 
duced no effect, but p laced on the lorehead 
caused an intense headache. 
So also with 
rafeine, which o nly wheu placed o n the a na 
caused a vio lent excitement, with p ulse and 
resp iration accelerated. 
A MOST MARVELOUS EXPERIMENT. 
TVe mo4 curious an I most convincing 
rf the-e - ¡>tr ii:eat» was the following: 


When the s;c» < p erson uad retired for tuc 
night there was slip p 'd and *r hi# p illow a 
little p ack et of jaboramli. 
In Imj than a 
minute his ey elids closed Lfd sleep ensued» 
Three minutes afterward sl**cp cease I, saliva 
exuded from the mouth, 
the sk in became 
moist nud the p atient comp lained of exces­ 
sive heat 
In recovering consciousness ho 
sp ok e of a sweet taste when he drank milk 
or when he p ut a cigarette to hi* lip s. 
1 ids 
saccharine action of the saliva was unk nown 
to the attendant p hy sicians, though it bad 
been p reviously described as an attendant 
p henomenon. 
In this case 
it is scarcely 
necessary to call attention to the marvelous 
features of the exp eriment 
The medicine 
was not even p laced in contact with the sk in, 
but at a distance from the p atient, who did 
not k now that any thing was un ier his p il- 
low, or if he had been made aware of it could 
not have k nown its nature or its p ossi 
ble results. 
Vet tho effect on his sy stem 
was similar though more radical than would 
have been the satn * romedy ap p lied iu a 
regular way , 
Nome sk ep tical p hy sicians ap ­ 
p lied mercury or op ium in jack ets whose 
contents ware unk nown to the others p res­ 
ent, and could not be even surmised by the 
p atient, and alway s with the intolerable 
burning or sleep as deserii ed in the p revious 
cases. 
These exp eriments and others with other 
medicines were renewed > n these and other 
p atient# in numberless way s, and alway s 
with the ?ame come juences. Cherry laurel 
p roduced u religious ecstasy : a bottle of 
champ agne,unop ened,Intoxication, with sing­ 
ing an 1 dancing. 
How were all these my s­ 
terious effects p roduce 1, often without even 
external contact? 
How 
could 
mercury 
blister the flesh through its tubes of glass 
and do th envelop es' How could a medicine, 
p laced unk nown under a p erson’s p illow, 
cause salivation, with the accomp any sy mp ­ 
toms? 
Tho substances 
were usually in­ 
closed in p ap er, or iu bottles, and many of 
them are odorless and coul I send forth no 
effluvium to affe *t the p atient's nerves. The 
whole m atter is p rofoundly my sterious.— 
Nan Francisco Chronicle.

The First Seal of the Confedcrm y . 
Commodore Semtxtrs was one of the first, 
volunteers for Confederate service. 
He 
was anxious to be afloat under the stirs an 1 
bars. 
There being no navy he was as­ 
signed to the light house bureau. 
At length 
he heart! of a merchant steamer that could 
be bought at New Orleans, and was sent to 
examine her. 
He brought back a p icture 
of the vessel, which ho exhibited with great 
euthusiasm, say ing: 
“She is a good craft, 
sir; a good craft* 
When she is cut down 
to fighting trim she'll do brave work , sir.” 
This was the famous “Sump ter" whose ca­ 
reer on the seas is history . 
It was neces­ 
sary to commission her. 
A form of com­ 
mission was furnished 
by 
Commauder 
Nemrnes, which was carefuily transcribed. 
It was necessary to affix to this the seal of 
the Confederate government. 
There was 
no seal, and no engraver. 
Commander 
Nemrnes and Mr. Cap er* p rocured a block 
of boxwood, some ty p o from Tho Adver­ 
tiser office, and with their p ock et k nives 
began digging out a seaL 
Dr. 
DeLeon 
brought in a y oung surgeon, who assisted, 
and tho seal was soon 
ren d j at the ex­ 
p ense of several p ock et k nives. 
When ap ­ 
p lied to the wafer it made a very tine im­ 
p ression. 
W ith this commission, the first 
sver issued by tho Confederate govern­ 
ment, Commander 
Homines boarded his 
Sump ter.—A tlanta Constitution. 


T he V ir u le n c e W h ich K ag e Im part*. 
The trugic fa to of Dr. W arner, the Balti­ 
more p hy sician who tried to bandage a 
wouuued dog and p aid for his k indness with 
bis life, is being ascribed to tho influence of 
an excited imagination, but tho true cause 
may bi the virulence which rage imp arts 
to the bite of torturod an i in'•I*. 
The cur 
bad been run over by a street car and was 
p ick ed up stunned and bleeding, but revived 
in the hands of tho k ind doctor, whom he 
p robably mistook for the author of his woes. 
During the last ltusso-Turk ish camp aign a 
Russian surgeon was bitten by a dy ing 
Hashi-Bazouk , and two day s after his hand 
and wrist began to swell in a way that his 
colleagues decided to am p utate his arm at 
tho elbow. 
The saliva virus of agonized 
creatures of tho mammal sp ecies has occa­ 
sionally caused tho death of innocent vic- 
irns, but nature's original intention was 
p robably to p rotect her children by mak ing 
cruelty p erilous.—Dr. Oswald in Cincinnati 
Enquirer.

J o hn Deere, the largest plo w* manu­ 
facturer in the West and p ioneer settler 
o f Western Illinois, died at eight o ’clo ck 
Mo nday evening, after a lingering illness 
at his ho me in Mo line. 
He was in the 
83il year o f his age, having been bo rn at j 
Kmland, Vt., February 7, 1804. 
His life j 
during his earlier 
years was o ne o f j 
severest to il. 
His father and mo ther j 
were English by birth and lived fo r so me j 
time in Canada. 
Yo ung Deere received j 
a co mmo n scho o l educatio n at Middle- j 
bury, and at the age o f sixteen was up-j 
prenticed to a blacksmith in that to wn, 
und in a sho rt time, by bis applicatio n, 
made himself a master o f the trade. 
He settled at Grand Deto ur in 1837 and 
o pened a blacksmith sho p. 
The first year he turned o ut three steel 
plo ws, the seco nd year seven, and gradu­ 
ally from year to year the number was 
increased. 
In 1847, at which time he left Grund 
Deto ur, he had fifty men emplo yed and ! Carpenter s fo i 
was turning o ut 1,400 finished 
plo ws 
yearly. 
His establishment, which he car­ 
ried o n with a partner, Mr. Lemuel A n ­ 
drus, was called the Grand Deto ur Plo w 
Wo rks. 
In 1847 he mo ved to Mo line, o n the 
Mississippi, attracted there by the co n­ 
venient water po wer and the facilities fo r 
transpo rtatio n. 
Here he 
fo unded the 
firm o f Deere & Co . and built extensive 
and tho ro ughly equipped wo rks. During 
the first year he manufactured 
1.000 
plo ws. In 1868 the business was inco rpo r­ 
ated, with J o hn Deere President and 
Charles H. Deere Vice President. 
The 
Deere plo w wo rks at present is o ne o f the 
mo st extensive establishments 
in 
the 
co untry. 
A vast fo rce o f men is em plo y­ 
ed, and fro m 65,000 to Y>>,000 plo A’S turn­ 
ed o ut yearly. 
Mo re pro bably to Mr, 
Deere than to any o ther man is the thriv­ 
ing city o f Mo line indebted. 
He was 
elected the first Mayo r o f the city in 1873, 
and fo r several years served as the Presi­ 
dent o f the FirstNatio ual Bank. 
He was 
identified with the Co ngregatio nal church 
and gave liberally o f his ample means fo r 
its suppo rt. 
Tae missio nary cause was 
o ne that attracted his especial care, and 
to this and the Sunday-scho o l cause he 
gave tho usands o f do llars.
